“That burn wag exactly what we 
wanted to see,” Mission Control 
radioed to the crew shortly after 
the critical firing at 8.14 p.m. Israel 
time. “We'll proceed with the nor- 
mal mission.” 

Of the short which officials feared 
might make it necessary to call off 
the lunar landing, Mission Control 
said: “It means only it’s a little 
annoying to have.” 

“Let's go to Handley!” replied 
the Apollo-15 commander, Col. David 
Scott. This was a reference to the 
landing site near one of .the most 
rugged mountain ridges on the 
moon, 

Scott, and his space colleagues, 
Alfred Worden and James Irvin, 
also Air Force officers, fired the 
main command ship's engine for 
about one second. 

‘Not only did this show_the prob- 
lem would not abort the primary 
objective of man's fourth lunar 
landing, but it accomplished a minor 
course correction for the trip to 
the moon.

sovereignty. It also indicated that 
Jordan would go along with these 
agreements, providing it wag deal- 
Ing with terrorists of “Palestinian 
origin.” Syrian and Iraqi organiza- 
tions would still be prohibited from 
entering Jordan, he indicated. 

While pledging ‘absolute coopera- 
tion” between the Jordanian monarch 
and the terrorist movement, the 
statement strongly impiled that 
there was no way to restore the 
situation which prevailed before the 
recent Jordanian crackdown on the 
terrorists. 

The statement indicated that the 
Saudi monarch may now seek to 
reinstate the Cairo and Amman 
agreements through contacts with 
theother Arab states. King Faisal’s 
first attempt may be directed to- 
wards Egypt, where President Anwar 
Sadat last Friday bitterly attacked 
Hussein for “liquidating” the terror-

music: festival at Spoleto, a 


A KNOWLMDGEABLE friend of 
mite who has been Uving in 
Rome for almost a decade advised 
me to go to Spoleto before the Fes- 
tival of Two Worlds, so that I could 
enjoy undisturbed the beauty of the 
medieval Umbrian town. Spoleto 
has existed, in one form or another, 
for thousands of years, but it be- 
came world famous only 30 years 


ago: when Giancarlo Menotti, the days, 


Italian-American composer, libret- 
tist, director, chose the town as the 
site of his Festival, Spoleto has 
since become the Mecca of lovers of 
good music with a large preponde- 
rance of the sort of people to whom 
my friend, a model family man who 
keeps his hair neatly trimmed and 
suits wel pressed despite his 
profession which is the same 
as mine, is not particularly partial. 
He loves Spoleto and hates to see 
the lovely plazzas and streets and 
ancient butidings overrun by bands 
of long haired, rucksack toting, pot 
smoking, young and not so young 
Men and women of all sexes. 


Long slumber 


‘We left Rome on a lovely Satur- 
day morning for the hour-and-half 
drive in the beautiful Umbrian land- 
scape. The road led through a 
valley; when we came close to our 
destination we spotted hills topped 
by fairy-tale castles which had been 
there so long that they bays. be- be- 
come almost indistinguishable from 
the rocks on which they were built. 
There were solitary castles and vt 
easties with amall towns built 
around them — remnants of those 
days when Italy was ruled by 
bands, and the common folk were 
‘protected by the barons who resid- 
ed tn those castles and eked out a 
living as highway robbers. The ori- 
gins of Spoleto, another town perch- 
ed on the top of a mountain, go 
back to the Etruscan mes; it 
flourished in the days of the Roman 
Emplre, later became the capital of 
the Duchy of Lombardy and was 
destroyed by Frederik Barbarossa 
after he was crowned in Rome, as 
8 present to hig Italian supporters 
who were on the right side in the 
war between the Guelphs and the 
Ghibelines while Spoleto happened 
to be on the wrong one; was later 


rebuilt to become part of the Papal 
State, had a short period of glory 
of sorts in the Renaissance as the 
seat of a school of painters, then 
slumbered peacefully for several 
centuries, its churches and palaz- 
zos slowly crumbling, unti re- 
scued from oblivion by a native 
son who made good in America. 

The prosperity one sees these 
the freshly painted private 
homes and hotels, the commercial 
streets with fime shops, cafes and 
restaurants, are all a product of 
the Festival, as are, of course, the 
bookshops and art galleries, the 
sophisticated boutiques which blos- 
som out for the Festival and de- 
camp back to Rome when the 
musicians and the dancers and the 
actors leave. Moreover, one Festival 
begat others, though less famous 
ones. There is the Festival of ex- 
perimental Opera in Spoleto sche- 
duled for September, the Art Bien- 
nale in October, and something 
called “Spoleto Cinema” to take 
place later. The Festival of Two 
Worlds was preceded this year by 
ἃ Week of Medieval Studies, and — 
for a change of pace — by a junior 
motorcycling championship, un- 
@oubtedly ἃ hair ralsing event when 
one considers Spoleto’s murderously 
steep streets. 


The theatres 


One of the reasons why Menotti 
ehose this town for his festival is 
the avalladility of two theatre 
buildings; Teatro Caio Melisso, 
pamed after a Spoleto writer from 
the times: of Augustus, 
was originally built in the 17th 
century and subsequently reconus- 
tructed to became an elegant little 
baroque theatre with four tlers of 
gilded boxes, plush seats and paint- 
ed cellings. The other and much 
larger one is the Teatro Nuovo, 
built a little over a hundred years 
ago, with an imposing facade and 
spacious foyers, an amazingly im- 
pressive structure for a town the 
size of Spoleto. A plaque in the 
mrain foyer proclaims that in this 
theatre the great tenor Benjamino 
Gigli celebrated in 1939 a quarter 
of ἃ century of his glorious career 
by appearing in Lucia de Lammer- 
moor, and the performance caused

EISBARCH into the economic 
structure of Jewish life has 
tended to be neglected and there is 
ἃ great need for systematic inves- 
tigation of this aspect of Jewish 
life.

& national sampling census together 
with a number of community stu- 
dies do provide data and pointers. 
The national survey indicated that 
over 55 per cent of Jews are either 
in the category of “professionals 
and technicals" or “managers, of- 
ficilals and proprietors" compared 
to 23 per cent of the population as 
a whole. Indeed their percentage in 
the former category is about dou- 
ble, in the latter triple, and in tne 
category of “sales workers” 
double. There are also three inom 
as many “self-employed” among the 
Jews. On the other hand in the 
“blue collar” occupations (the tra- 
ditional “working classes”), the 
Jewish percentage is less than half 
of the total. 

The picture that emerges in New 
York is different from that of other 
Jewish communities. There are ma- 
py more bdlue-collar workers (29 
per cent of the Jewish community 
88 against 11 per cent for the rest 
of the U.S.), fewer rs, 
proprietors and professionals, The 
comparstively large size of the 
‘working-clasa is largely accounted 
for by the old and immigrant gen- 
eration but they are not’ being’ re- 
placed by their children. Even in 
the former Jewish stronghold of 
the garment industry, Jews are now 
concentrated in the better-paid, 
more skilled trades. On the other 
hand, the smaller the Jewish com- 
munity, the more complete ig the 
extinction of the Jewish working 
class. Y 

Ninety-six per cent of U.S. Jews 
live in urban areas and obviously 
this affects thelr tional struc- 
ture. The Jewish labour force is 8- 
10 per cent older on an average 


than the working force as a whole. 


This reflects varios factors in- 
cluding « lower birthrate, higher 
education (only a tiny number of 
Jews join the work force by the 
age of 17 as compared with, say, 
33 per cent for White Protestants), 
and the fact that Jews worl to an 
older age — partly because they are 
in 1005 which are conducive to work 
in old age and partly because the 
large segment of self-employed can- 
not give up working so easily 
(nearly half of the Jews over 65 
continue to work compared with 36 
per cent of White Protestants and 
32 per cent of Catholics). Among 
females there ig a far Jower per- 
centage among Jews engaged in the 
labour force. 


The income level of Jews 15 con- 
siderably higher than the average 
American and ‘also higher than that 
of any other comparabie ethnic or 
religious group, The average income 
amorg Jewish males is about ‘2 
third higher than the national aver- 
age and about 25 per cent more 
than White Protestants and Catho- 
lies. A similar position prevails for 
familler: for example the percentage 
of families over $10,000 a 
year is 8 among White Protestants 
and Catholics and 25 among Jews 
(despite the fact that Jews tend to 
have fewer earners in the family than 
the rest of the population). 

Looking towards the poverty le- 
vel, a quarter of all American fa- 
milies had an annual income of un- 
der $3,000; among Jews the per- 
centage was 13. Nevertheless, al- 
though the proportion is lower, the 
fact that many Jews are in need 
must not be ignored (even in Mia- 
ΤΩΙ Beach there is a considerable 
Jewish population living in pover- 

ty). Many of the needy Jews are 

ts or elderly people, and 
although some of the latter are 
doubtless helped by their better- 
placed children, their basic income 
Temains low. 


Anti-Semitism in the economic 
sphere is chiefly to be found inthe 
top branches of the economy. It is 
in the executive suites, the large 
corporations and heavy industry — 
which are largely concentrated in 
the hands of the old, traditional, 
White Protestant families — that 
a definite policy of anti-Jewish dis- 
crimination can be detected. More- 
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over social discrimization—by which. 


Jews are kept out of the leading 
social clubs—has also a negative ef- 
fect inasmuch ag business ig fre-

-ecutives came up with the view of 


those questioned that being Jewish 
hinders chances of creatmg impor- 
tant business relationships. 

Certain industries In the U.S. 
have a very marked absence of 
Jews at the management and ex- 
ecutive levels. Foremost among 
these are the commercial banks (of 
632 top officers In 1966, 8. were 
Jews—and 4 of these were in one 
bank}. The insurance business 15 
another sphere where few Jews 
reach the management and execut- 
ive ranks. 

Anti-Jewish discrimination is al- 
80 rife in the public utilities indust- 
ry (gas, electricity, ). A 
survey of the “big three” of the 
automobile industry found only 0.65 
per cent of Jews at executive level. 
Similar discrimination has been not- 
ed in the aircraft industry, food 

processing, paper man 
Ba and steel. Jews don’t advance in 
railroad companies or shipping lines.

The economic development of the 
Jews has been in keeping with that 
of the U.S. as a-whole.

Dry-cargo and tanker 
soared in 1967 following the closure 
ofthe Suez: Canal, but after a while 
tended to stabilize on a higher level. 
Mowever, last year they resumed 
their upward trend, and reached a 
peak in the last quarter of 1970. 
Since then tanker rates dropped 
dramatically, amd in some cases 
they are now at their lowest level 
since the Second World War. 

The world scale for single voyage 
fixtures from the Persian Gulf to 
West Europe, which stood at 107 
in January 1970 advanced to 285 
In October, and 18 now below 70. 
The changes were no lesg prononuc- 
ed for long-term charters. In ‘Novem- 
ber last monthly rates for dwt of 
G-size tankers ranged up to $7.50, 
while today they sometimes dip ag 
low as $2.60. 


Alternative sources 


The major cause of this change 
has been a reappraisal of the world 
tonnage requirements for moving oil 
in the wake of the Teheran agree- 
ment with OPEC governments. The 
higher price of Middle East oil 
which was fixed there for the next 
five years has strengthened the 
trend to develop alternative energy 
sources, in- particular nuclear re- 
actors and oll wells in areas close 
to the consumption centres (eg. 
Nigeria, Algeria, Alaska, the ‘North 
Sea) which can be tapped with 
lower royalities and 
charges. At the same time it be- 
came obvious that a bigger share 
of the Middle East oit deliveries 
will be moved by pipelines (Tap. 


Israeli consumer. 


Ejlat-Ashkelon, the projected Egypt- 
ian pipeline, and perhaps the plann- 
ed iran-Turkish line). Revised es- 
timates show that the tonnage re- 
quired for Middle Hast oll in 1975 
may -be somewhat above, but per- 
haps also somewhat below that of 
1970, while the world tanker fleet 
is growing rapidly ag huge orders 
Plated in recent years are compiet- 
ed. In the first half of 1971 new 
tankers launched ited almost 
10m. dwt, and in the second half of 
this year over iim. dwt are ex- 
pected to be commissioned, ie. an 
annual increment of almost 15 per 
cent, far beyond the rate of in- 
crease of world oll consumption. 


The current freight slump has 
been aggravated by several trans- 
itory factors, such ‘as 'the seasonal 
drop in demand for ofl fuel for 
heating, and the great build-up of 
oll stocks for reserve in Europe, 
which has resulted in shortage of 
storage capacity, Also, the slump 
seems to have had a snowballing 
effect, as usual in cases of a dra- 
matic price decHne, with a number 
of deliveries delayed.in expectation 
of lower rates in the future. 
Nevertheles, observers doubt whe- 
ther the market will recover to last 
year’s level for a long time. 


The freight level is, however, of 
considerable importance for the 
profiability of the Trans-Asiatic Cam- 
pany which owns and operates the 
Hilat-Ashkelon pipeline. Though no 
information ‘has been published con- 
cerning the company’s operations, it 
seems to have gained handsomely 
on the rising tide of oil freights in 
1970, but to be equally losing on 
their present ‘ebb, because the 
charter rates it .ig committed to 
have been fixed for long periods, up 
to 15 years. At the current pipeline 
throughput the amount of freights 
involved in carrying the crude to 
Wilat, and from Ashkelon to ‘final 
destination, has been estimated at 
$30m. to $40m. a year, the most 
of which must be borne by the 
Trans-Asiatic, while the prices 
charged by it must, of course, be 
adjusted to the market level.

However, the deduction 
in any one year could not exceed 
2 per cent of the total taxable in- 
come of the person (or corporation) 
in that year. 

The amendment would also allow 
families, commemorating loved ones 
who had fallen.in battle, to receive’ 
α 80 per cent tax deduction on 
money they spent on comme- 
morative projects. 

The Knesset later voted into ‘law, 
on the second and third readings, an 
amendment to the Defence Service . 
Law, making reserve service for 
ages 50-54 into a permanent feature 
Instead of a temporary one, as:

IOOKIBS in days of yore varied

Nazareth terror 
suspect denied bail

NAZARETH. — District Court Judge 


Avraham Asse yesterday rejected 
an application by several Arab law- 
yers to release on bail their col- 
league, Abdul-Malik Dahamsheb, 
remanded for 15 days on suspicion 
of complicity in sabotage acts car- 
tied out by the Fatah in Tel ‘Aviv, 
Netanya and Haifa between 1968 
and 1970. 


The judge accepted the police 
argument that they had reason to 
belleve the suspect committed acts 
against the security of the State, 
as wel) as attempts on human life, 
and that they were entitled to hold 
him for the period of the remand. 

The investigation of the Fatah 
Broup has so far led to the arrest 
of 14 persons, 11 of them residents 
of Israel and three of them from 
Nablus. The police prosecutor asked 
the court to charge Dahamsheh also 
with membership in a terrorist or- 
ganization (for which the maximum 
Penalty is, theoretically, death). 

Dahamsheh told the court that 
he was not a member of a hostile 
group, but thet he knew of its exis- 
tence and had been in contact with

The Year of the Ari, marking 
the 400th anniversary of the death 
of ‘Rabbi Isaac Luria, started yes- 
terday,.the fifth day pf the month 
of Av.
